THERE was an Art Note in the Daily Graphic 
lately which deserves quoting: "Young 
I painters," the writer says, "would do well to 
J bear in mind that they should turn their atten- 
tion to the painting of small pictures if they 
wish to sell their works. Formerly people liked 
to have one or two pictures of moderate size in 
their rooms and leave plenty of wall space- 
Now it is all changed, and you often see rooms 
so crammed with small pictures that you fail to 
discover what the tint of the walls may be- 
Everything must be of small dimensions; in- 
deed, the life-sized portrait is beginning to lose 
its popularity in favor of one a fourth the size, 
and at picture sales you will find a fine work, 
eight feet by five, will not fetch a quarter of 
the price of an altogether inferior production of 
two feet by one. In the present day iv seems, if 
an artist wishes to make money, he must meas- 
urs his work by inches, not by feet." 
I This is true of other arts to-day: a busy age 
has little time for the five-act tragedy, the epic 
or the oratorio. Even grand opera of late has 
shown a tendency to shorter forms; while the 
leveKof mere technique has risen, the level of 
intelligent appreciation has risen also. There- 
fore, we no longer enjoy elaborate exercises in 
any art undertaken to display the worker's mas- 
tery of his craft. In place of the theme over- 
laden with details and demanding sheer genius 
to carry it through, on a huge scale, we prefer 
the idea epigrammatically put. The idea need 
be no less important; indeed, as detached lines 
of poetry show, many a couplet gains immor- 
jtality while a huge work sinks weighted by its 
own superfluous elaboration.

DECORATIVE NOTES. 



DAlNTE ROSSETTI has also had great influ- 
ence upon English art. He is the creator 
of the Pre-Raphaelites— the father' Pre-Raphael- 
ite of Mr. Burne Jones. We are not sure what 



will remain of his work; his form seems to us 
but ordinary, and his symbol belongs to another 
age. Mantegna, when he painted his allegories, - 
symbolized the ideas, the quaint or popular be- 
liefs of his time, and gave thus a form which be- 
longed to them, whilst Rossetti and Mr. Burne 
Jones, in order to think, have recourse to formu- 
las which no longer belong to their day. What 
do we gain by going backwards ? These old 
symbols cannot possibly express the sensations 
of a new society. Do as we wish, we are old men 
and cannot now become little children. The 
field of science is large enough for the imagina- 
tion of modern artists to extract new formulas 
in order to express new desires. 



THE result of a new vision of life is that our 
bodies become much less strangers to our 
soul. Spiritualism and other occult speculations 
of to-day are but the manifestation of a spiritual 
progress, which, allowing more open relation 
'twixt the. body and the soul, overthrows the old 
formula of an ideal completely outside the ma- 
terial realms. We are not only mere mortal 
relics, but we are allowed to hope that each 
molecule of our body has its immortality and 
contains its particle of soul. 

All this lovely nature is animated by our 
breath, and if we long ,to understand it, it shows 
that we love the great whole of which we our- 
selves are a fragment. 

To love is the secret of the creative faculty of 
the artist and also his raison d'etre. It is by 
constant loving that he will make human beings 
feel the existence of their souls, by the render- 
ing of matter and the beauty of the existing cre- 
ation. 

The English, much less philosophical than 
they seem to be, only think that the loveliest 
body makes the purest soul, and that, by show- 
ing everlastingly sweet ladies and noble gentle- 
men, they are producing works of poets and 
moralists. There lies the great danger of the 
British school. Each exhibition gives us further 
proof of this, and the English public is there to 
uphold it.
